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RUSSIANS WIPE OUT BRIDGEHEADS

MOSCOW, July &.—(AP) | 
~The counter-attacking Red 
army was reported tonight 
to be wiping out German 
bridgeheads on the east bank 
of a bitterly contested river 
on the Voronezh sector (ap- 
parently the River Don) and 
to be repulsing successfully 
all further enemy attempts 
to cross the stream. | 

The Germans yesterday report- | 
ed their columns had crossed this 
river at several places, but today 
Russian dispatches from the front 
said landings on the east bank are 
being wiped out. 

Violent combats still raged along 
the river's course, but light enemy 
units which had reached the east} 
bank were reported destroyed and 
the bulk of the German forces held 
on the west bank. 

Red Star, mouthpiece of the 
army, announced “it is with great 

difficulty, but nevertheless our 
troops are holding the pressure 
of the enemy.” 

The German claim of the capture 
of Voronezh by reinforced Nazi 
troops which streamed across the 
Don river 10 miles west of the city 
were unconfirmed. The Soviet in- 
formation bureau said the withering 
fire of massed Russian tanks had 
beaten off bitter German assaults | 
upon a height in the chalky hills 
just west of Voronezh. 


YIELD IN TWO AREAS 

Red army yielded in two areas of 
the Staryi Osko! sector and counter- 
attacked in another to pile up a 
toll of 3,000 or more Germans 
killed, 80 trucks and 35 tanks de- 
stroyed. The Russians said that 
both before Staryi Oskol and Vor- 
onezh their guns flamed throughout} 
the night, rounding out a two-month 
defence against regional German 
offensive

54 Were Traitors 


HEN second reading of the bill to amend the National 

Resources Mobilization Act—an amendment to permit 
the conscription of Canadian manpower for service over- 
seas—was passed in the House of Commons last night, 
46 Quebec Liberals, two Quebec Independents and six 
C.C.F. members voted against it. 


It is hard to believe there are that many traitors in 
the country. 


It is hard to believe that 54 supposedly intelligent men, 
men sworn to uphold the constitution and to maintain 
their loyalty to the King and People of Canada, should so 
flagrantly flout their oaths and promises. 


It is hard to believe that 54 elected members of 
Parliament, pretending to be patriots, should dare to strike 
such a vicious blow at the very roots of democracy. 


For it is the first rule of democracy that the will of 
the majority of the people should prevail. Where and 
when the will of the majority ceases to prevail, democracy 
is degraded into fascism. 


And democracy had spoken in regard to this amend- 
ment, spoken loudly and definitely and unmistakably. 
The result of the plebiscite on April 27 was a positive 
mandate from an overwhelming majority of the Canadian 
people that the Government should be freed to institute 
conscription for overseas. 


That was the clear intent of the plebiscite. That was 
the clear intent of the amendment. 


All men in a democracy are entitled to their opinions. 
They are entitled, if they like, to believe the will of the 
majority may be wrong. But they are not entitled to 
oppose the will of the majority. When they do so, it is 
treason. 


No matter what privileges Parliament may extend 
to its members, it cannot extend to them the privilege of 
opposing the majority will. For the majority will is above 
even Parliament. It is Parliament’s master. 


The 54 men who voted against this bill have exceeded 
their parliamentary privileges, they have opposed the will 
of the Canadian people, they have made a political issue 
of a matter that was decided definitely at the polls. 


All this constitutes treason, And they are traitors.

Government Will. Ask For 
Vote Of Confidence Before 


Enforcing Overseas Service 


OTTAWA, July 8.—(CP)—The House of Commons last 
night, by a vote of 158 to 54, approved second reading of a 
| bill which will permit the government to impose conscription 
|for overseas service by order-in-council. 


The vote came a few minutes after Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King said that before the government enforced 
overseas conscription it would give members an oppor- 
tunity of showing their confidence in the administration 
by a vote in the house. 


The vote came amidst bursts of applause as members 
rose to indicate their support or opposition to the bill, which 
has been under debate since June 10, except for four days 


devoted to consideration of the budget resolution and other 
business. 


Crowded galleries heard the prime minister's speech 
and watched the vote being taken. 


All C.C.F. Members Vote “No” 


All members of the C.C.F. group in the house voted 
| against the bill. Earlier M. J. Coldwell, C.C.F. house leader, 
| said his group, which had advocated conscription of wealth

ENO'S ‘FRUIT SALT’ 
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Men Getting Scarce 


News was given out at Ottawa that | 
the call-up of men in August for compul- | 
sory military service will total 25,000. The | 
figure for July is 15,000, and for Decem- 
ber was 4,000. And while more men are 
being taken into the defence forces, more 
are also required for war industries—so | 
many more that the director of selective 
service may be clothed with the powers of 
a “czar”. 

The draft age has been again raised, 
and single men up to 40 years old are now 
liable to be called for training. 

The shortage of manpower, which 
seemed hard to visualize when officials 
began to predict it last summer, is obvi- 
ously becoming a reality. It is already 
very plainly in sight of the farmers, who 
say they do not know how crops are to be 
harvested unless men in training are re- 
leased for harvest work. 

It is suggested now that 700,000 is the | 
objective for Canada’s army, at home and 
abroad. To which must be added the 
steadily growing numbers required by the 
air force and the navy. Authorities tell us 
16 workers are needed to keep a fighting 
man supplied. It does not take much fig- 
uring from this basis to show that the 
relative shortage of manpower may _ be- 
come an actual shortage a year from now 
—or sooner. 

Hitherto only ‘negative compulsion” | 
has been used to redistribute men in in- | 
dustry, employers being forbidden to hire 
men of military age without securing 
permission from the selective service de- 
partment. Presently this will be changed 
to direct interference, and men told they 
must leave non-essential occupations to 
engage in war work. That is plainly in 
prospect. 


Another Quebec Strike 


At Cherrier, Quebec, 5,000 workers in 
a munitions plant went on strike yester- 
day. What they wanted, or didn’t want, 
the despatches do not state. It doesn’t 
matter. Whatever their grievances or 
their claims, the machinery has been pro- 
vided by which their case could get an im- 
partial hearing and the difficulty be fair- 
ly adjusted without interrupting produc- | 
tion. | 

Instead of using this means the work- | 
ers walked off the job—and Canada’s 
fizhting men will be short of at least two 
day's output of whatever they turn out at 
that plant. Whatever they wanted, the 
strikers thus showed they have no great | 
urge to get out munitions. 

It may be—as was evidently the case 
at Beauharnois—the great majority of 
the employees did not know they were | 
putting themselves outside the law. But 
those who promoted the strike knew—or 
else they are too ignorant to be employed 
in any responsible positions around a 
munitions plant. 

Coming so closely after the Beauhar- 
nois affair, and while Quebec members 
were resisting the carrying out of the will 
of the nation in respect to the employment 
of Canadian soldiers outside Canada, | 
there is room for suspicion that these acts 
of sabotage are not unrelated incidents, 
but parts of a plot to hamper the national 
war effort. 

In any case these events make clear 
that Quebec is a poor place in which to 
establish munitions plants. When more of 
these concerns are to be set up they had 
better be located in some other part of. 
Canada. And when existing contracts 
with Quebec firms run out it will be in 
order to ask whether it would not be safer 
to place renewal contracts with firms 
elsewhere which are more likely to stay 
in production. 


Hitler’s Program 


The attack on Russia is in keeping 
with Berlin pre-announcements. It is 
aimed to smash the southern sector of the 
Russian line and open a way for a wheel- 
ing push toward the Caucasus. The cost- | 
ly conquest of Sevastopol was an incident 
in the attempt to clear this broad road to | 
the oil fields. The thrust in the Kursk 
area is intended to split the Russian 
armies and isolate the southern forces. In 
this drive Hitler is said to have massed 
a million men, with corresponding equip- 
ment, and he could hardly have expected 
to succeed with less. | 

This sets at rest all doubts as to the 
Hitler objective for 1942. He is going all- 
out for the Caucasus oil, whether because | 
he needs it or because he wants to cut off | 
the supply from the Russian forces. 

There have been suspicions that Ber- 
lin's talk about a super-offensive on the 
eastern front was propaganda; that the 
real plan was to make a pretended attack 
to the east a cover for launching a 
sudden invasion of Britain. If there was 
any such plan, events have thrown it out 
of hitch, and it cannot be carried out. 

The Fuehrer has now become involved 
too deeply to change front. He has to 
keep going whatever he may have plan- 
ned last winter, and he probably planned 
nothing else than the ‘‘march to the east”. 
For once Goebbels apparently told the 
truth, trusting no doubt that London and 
Washington would not believe him,

If the second front 
is not established quickly the inference 
will be plain; that we have not the ships 
or the supplies to take the offensive on a 
major scale without denying Russia muni- 
tions and equipment which it needs now 
more than ever before.
